HAT whten'Kihp Charles the ſecond of Bleſſed Memory Reſolved ro builLi 
| 2 Palace ig; this ls Ancient Kingdom, for the berrer reception of 
| Himfſelfand Succeſlots,. when. ever. they ſhould Hdnour the Nation 
with theie.preſence. His Majeftic gave Commiliion ro your Petitioner to be 
Maſter Wright, which office he diſcharged with great Fidelitic; And having at 
the time of Building the Palace at Holyrood-houſe, and reparations of the Ca- 
files of Edinlurgh,Stirling,& Baſs an opulentFortane of about 50000 Pounds Scots 
worth of timber in the Buſs of Lezth,as is well knownto many of this Citie, and 
could be made appear bylrrefrageble inſtructions {uch was his zeal for the publict, 
& carneſt deſire to carry on theſe works which were to the Honour and ſecurity of 
the Kingdom,that when there was not Money in the Theafurie to buy matrerials 


neceſſary;He furniſhed all things. (o far.as that his Stock could reach. And more- 
over, he raiſed Money owing hum be. tome Nob Perſons, and Others, Y;z: 


from the Marqueſs of Tweddal, his Majeſties Commiſlioner, 7000 pounds, 
from the Earl ot Paxmure 12000 pounds, and from the Eas| of Strathmore 4000 
pounds, and from the Neighbours in Edinburgh, ten \thouſand pounds, in all 
33000 pounds, which was raiſed is the year 1675, and the Annualcent thereof 
fince that time, would more . then double 'the Summ , and even after 
that all was exhauſted, he ingadged his Credit, and ceaſed not tofurniſh what 
was necdful, till that the Palace was .compleated; Bat by theſe means he nor 
only ſpent his own Fortune, but ſtands con{iderably-in.debt to others,he being 
never as yet reimburſed by his Majeſtic of the ſumms given out by him, and 
his caſe and condition being repreſented to the late King Fames, his Majeſtic 
was Graciouſly pleaſed ro Recommend to the Lords of Theaſurie to confider 
your Petitioners claim and accompts; And the os 76 of Tweddal, now his 
Majeſtics High Commiſſioner, the Lord Balcarras, and General Drummond being 
appointed by the Theaſurie ro viſit his compts , their Lordſhips at that time 
adjuſted for upwards of two thouſand pound Sterling by ſubſcribed comprs, 
beſides two thouſand and five hundred pounds more of Money foreſaid, which 
theſe noble perſons did not then fully conſider; And report of this being madcto 
to the Lords of the Theaſurie, they granted your Petitioner a preccipt for five 
hundred pounds Sterling : But the Revolution and change in Government hap- 
pening ſhortly thereafter, he got no payment thereof, as the precept herewith 
produced does evidence, fo that there is yet more nor four thouſand five hun- 
dred pound mos owing be the publict ro him, beſides the Annualrent thercof; 
By which he is reduced to moſt milerable ſtraits, a moſt ſad and lamentable 
condition, and more deplorcable than he can expreſs , and which can hardly 
be conceived by any bur by him who feels its faid preſſure : For now ſome of 
his Creditors arcin potleſſion of his Lands within this City, yielding abour 
Lig! hundred pound Scots yearly: And others having perional diligence again(;; 


him 


im, have frequently incarferate and impriſoned him,& being liberate only upÞ:1 
his friends, being Caution to preſent him again to Priſon when required, 
'be is ſtill in danger of beingapprehended by Meſlingers ar the inſtance ot other 
Creditors; By all which he 1s not only pur out of all Trade and imployment, an«l 
has nothing wherewith to maintain himſelf and prevent Starving, nor can he any 
wayecs ſatisfic his Juſt Debts and relieve his Friends, wlfich 1s no little Trou- 
ble to an Honeſt and ingenuous Spirit; Eſpeeially conſidering, That your pe- 
titioner is owing much, 'amongft others, T> Widdows and Orphans , who In- 
truſttd him with their whole Stock, and are thereby now reduced ro Beggary; 
And ſince M!l this Miſerie is come upon him by his Zeal for advancing Works 
'to the Hodour and Safetic of the Nation , and by his being obliedged to pay 
Annualrent for 27500 pound Scots, which he 'contratede by carrying on 
theſe puBlitk Wotks2s is evident oy a general Suſpehſion' herewith produced, 
which he obtained againſt his Crcditors, and to wnich no regard is had , 
and by his Lay. of more then 4500 poundSzarling and Annualrents thereof 


owing him e Publict, of which the Lords of goes zre moſt Jpnſible, 


and after frequent lications declare their willingneſs to do your petitioner 
Juſtice, but allcadge they hyve not a Fond for ſarisfylg him. os. _ | _.
